LAW SUITS PROVE GREAT 
DETRIMENT. 

Ynder the present system jaw 
suits are very expensive and ac- 
complish little excepting to stir 
up enmity between families 
which lasts down through gener- 

jations. The governor thinks 
that with this method of settling 
disputes in the village and keep- 
ing outside people from interfar-
